Stimson Has Fine Record 
_ Henry Lewis Stimson first came into 
national prominence as the special 
counsel for the government in the 
prosecution of Charles W. Morse. | 


To him is given the credit for the 
success of the government’s case 
against the banker, whose appeal to 
the United States circuit court of ap- | 
peals will be argued this coming 
spring. | 

Not only did he secure the convic- 
tion of Morse, but he also success- | 
fully prosecuted Alfred H. Curtis, | 
president of the National Bank of 
North America, of which Morse was | 
vice president. Morse is serving his | 
fifteen-year sentence in Georgia, but 
Judge Hough suspended Curtis’ sen- | 
tence for five years. H 

Mr. Stimson had been appointed to 
the position of United States attorney 
by Roosevelt in January, 1906. He | 
had been thirty-nine months in office 
when he won fame by his prosecution | 
of the Sugar Trust and the New York 
Central railroad and the Edward H. | 
Harriman interests. Before he had 
finished he had obtained the imposi- 
tion of fines aggregating nearly $400,- 
000. 

Perhaps the most important of his 
suecesses was the prosecution of the 
Sugar Trust for fraudulent weighing 
of imported sugar. This case alone 
resulted in the recovery of more than 
$2,000,000 in duties by the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Stimson is 43 years old. He is 
a New Yorker by birth, with a col- | 
lege education at Yale. He studied. 
law at the Harvard law school. He 
returned to New York in 1890 and was | 
admitted to the bar. In 1893 he was 
married to Miss Mabel W. White of 
New Haven. 


NASON DEFEATS PETERS 


Lodge Sentiment Strong In Other Dis- 
tricts of Bay State 

Boston, Sept. 29.—State Senator 
Arthur L. Nason of Haverhill, sworn 
enemy of the Republican state ma- | 
chine and bitter opponent of Senator 
Lodge, swept the Republican pri- | 
maries in the Fourth Essex district 
yesterday. Nason favors Congress- 
man Ames for United States senator. 

An anti-Lodge Republican was 
chose by Lynn voters to represent one 
of the Essex districts in the house, 
but most ofthe other victories went 
to the Lodge forces.

GOES THROUGH 


WITHOUT HITCH 


Slate of Progressives Is Suc- 
cessful at Saratoga 


STIMSON HEADS THE TICKET 


Bennet’s Determined Campaign For 
Nomination For Governor Carried on 
to the End, but He Is Swamped— 
Nominee Has Gained Fame as Spe- 
cial Counsel For National Govern- 
ment—Roosevelt Forces Dictate 
Platform and Now Control Party 
Machinery In Empire State 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 29.—The 
Republican state convention last even- 
ing nominated Henry L. Stimson of 
New York as its candidate for gov- 
ernor, The nomination of Stimson 


was one more victory for Theodore 
Rooseyelt, who personally led the fight 
for the nomination of his candidate, 
completing the unbroken series of 
triumphs from the moment the con- 
vention was called to order Tuesday 
afternoon until its final adjournment. 

The vote for governor stood as fol- 
lows: Henry L. Stimson, 664; Wil- 
liam S. Bennet of New York, 242; 
Thomas B. Dunn of Rochester, 58; 
James J. McEwan of Albany, 28; 
scattering, 23. 

The balance of the ticket follows: 

For lieutenant governor, Edward 
Schoeneck of Syracuse; secretary of 
state, Samuel S. Koenig of New York 
(renominated); state comptroller, 
James Thompson of Valley Falls; 
state treasurer, Thomas F. Fennell of 
Elmira; state engineer, Frank M. 
Williams of Oneida (renominated); 
attorney geeeral, Edward B. O’Mal- 
ley of Buffalo (renominated); asso- 
clate judge of the court of appeals, 
Irving G. Vann of Syracuse (renomi- 
nated). 

The slate as made up by Roosevelt, 
Root and their advisers, went through 
without a hitch. With the exception 
of the nominations for governor and 
comptroller, there were no contests. 
Representative Bennet, who had been 
conducting the only open campaign 
for the nomination for governor, kept 
up his efforts to the end, and his 
persistency and strength with the New 
York delegation threatened to break 
the slate. 

At the close of the convention 
James S. Wadsworth, Jr., speaker of 
the assembly, announced his with- 
drawal from the legislature. 

Roosevelt Men tn Control 

The close of the convention found 
the Roosevelt forces in complete con- 
trol of the situation. It was the elec- 
tion of Roosevelt as temporary chair- 
man over Vice President Sherman 
which decided the tssue between 
Roosevelt and the organization, but 
the Old Guard kept up its opposition 
grimly until the end. 

After the first rout of the organiza- 
tion came Roosevelt’s dramatic and 
successful strike for the adoption of 
the platform of the progressives and 
his final victory in the nomination of 
Stimson. 

By the time the vote was taken, 
the strength of the organization had 
been much dissipated. Having no can- 
didate on whom to centre, the organi- 
zation threw the bulk of its vote to 
Bennet. As the result,* the vote for 
gubernatorial candidate followed the 
same division between progressives 
and the Old Guard as the vote for tem- 
porary chairman. There were some 
important exceptions, however. Mon- 


| roe’s 38 votes were cast for Dunn and 


Albany’s 28 for McEwan. Bennet re- 
ceived 99 votes from the New York 
delegaticn, or more than half, where- 
as Sherman had only 26. Ward's 
delegation of 33 from Westchester 
county voted for Stimson. 

Just before the convention came to 
an end the new state committee was 
announced. The list contained sev- 
eral new names and it was assumed 
that the progressives would have con- 
trol, turning over to the Roosevelt 
forces the party machinery. 

Chairman Woodruff, who failed of 
re-election in his own district, was 
elected from the Second district. The 
election of a chairman from among the 
progressives in place of Woodruff is 
expected, although no idea could be 
gained as to who he will be. 

Bennet Causes Some Worry 

Mr. Bennet’s determined campaign 
for the nomination for governor led 
to a second consultation after the slate 
had been. agreed upon. The conven- 
tion. adjourned in the middle of the 
afternoon and for three hours -the 
leaders canvassed the field once more 
in the idea that they might decide on 
an up¢state man who would receive 


|the united vote of the New York dele- 


gation. Roosevelt asked Bennet to 
withdraw. but the congressman re- 
fused to do so. 

Messrs... Roosevelt and Root, the 
main figures in the conference, de- 
cided to stand by the slate, and 
Roosevelt agreed to make the nomi- 
nating speech in place of Otto T. Ban- 
nard of New York, who had originally 
been selected. The meeting broke up, 
and shortly after 6 o’clock Roosevelt 
started back for the convention hall. 

Kingsbury Foster nominated Ben- 
net, and after the nomination had

To Conserve Birds 


Following the recent recommend- 
ation for federal protection of mi- 
gratory birds by the National Con- 
servation Congress at St. Paul, 
farmers, sportsmen and land owners 
throughout the country are today 
joining a general movement to urge 
Uncle Sam to conserve his valuable 
feathered resources. Under the lead- 
ership of the National Association of 
Audubon societies, it is planned to 
enlist every man who tills an acre or 
carries a gun, as well as every bird- 
lover, in this campaign for the pres- 
ervation of the insect and rodént 
eating and game birds of the nation. 
Unless migratory bird life is soon 
made safe by the federal authorities 
from one end of the country to the 
other, by a uniform ‘protective stat- 
ute, leading ornithologists here are 
now united in predicting speedy ex- 
termination of many species of the 
game and wild birds of the land. 

From delegates in every section of 
the continent reports are being re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the 
Audubon organization in New York, 
which show strong sentiment for the 
federal bird guardianship that was 
unanimously made a plank in the 
platform of the St. Paul congress. 
Irrespective of party politics, it is 
declared that the people of every lo- 
cality now stand ready to urge Con- 
gress to empower the nation to pro- 
tect the migratory birds that are be- 
ing destroyed through lack of uni- 


formity in the laws of its several 
states. The recent action of the 
National Conservation Congress is 


a practical endorsement of the prin- 
ciples contained in the Weeks Bill, 
now pending at Washington, it is 
pointed out, which gives the federal 
government atthority. to regulate 
the killing of migratory game and 
non-game birds.

K. Bodies Yet Yielded Up by Hull of 
the Battleship 

Havana, Sept. 28.—There is no 
foundation for the report that divers 
have discovered bodies in the cabins 
and between the decks of the Maine. 
No internal examination of the wreck 
could possibly have been made, and 
preliminary investigations are neces- 
sarily confined to the position of the 
hull and the character of the bottom. 

Borings show that bed rock of the 
channel is about 100 feet below the 
surface of the water and the Maine 
rests on mud fifty feet above this. The 
nature of the mud bottom will soon be 
determined by employment of the cof- 
fer dam now under construction, 

An evidence of the co-operation of 
the Cuban government is shown in the 
decree just issued by President Go- 
mez, in which the American military 
commission is authorized to enter free 
of duty all machinery and materials 
needed in the work.

INJURIES RECEIVED 
IN ALPINE FLIGHT 


Result In Death of George 
Chavez, the Daring Aviator 


Domodossola, Italy, Sept. 28.— 
George Chavez, the Peruvian aviator, 
who achieved the glory of being the 
first man to fly over the Alps in an 
aeroplane, died here of injuries which 
he received when his Bleriot machine 
crashed to the earth with him last 
Friday, just after he had completed 
the most perilous leg of the journey. 
Both his legs were broken and he suf- 
fered from internal injuries, 

Chavez's feat was the most remark- 
able in the history of aviation. His 
aerial route lay over the most dan- 
gerous ground that could have been 
chosen. He negotiated the trip suc- 
cessfully, and the fatal accident was 
directly due to the momentary loss of 
control of his machine because he had 
been benumbed by the cold at the high 
altitude, between 8000 and 9000 feet, 
at which he crossed the mountain 
peaks. ‘

London, Sept. 27.—A _ verdict ofl 
wilful murder was returned against 
Dr. H. H. Crippen by a coroner's 
jury at the conclusion of the inquest 
into the death of belle Elmore Crip- 
pen. The jury was out only a briel 
time. The jury further found that the 
remains disinterred in the cellar of 
Crippen’s Hilldrop Crescent home 
were those of Belle Elmore, and that 
death was due to hyoscin poisoning.

“EIGHT GANDIDATES IN FIELD 


Shepard of New York and Havens of 
Rochester Appear to Have Lead For 
Head of Democratic Ticket In Em- 
pire State—Sulzer’s Boom Some- 
what Noisy, but Not Considered 
Very Strong 


New York, Sept. 29.—Much impe- 
tus has been given to the booms of 
other candidates, especially that of 
Edward M. Shepard of New York, for 
the Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor, by the positive withdrawal of 
Mayor Gaynor from the consideration 
of the delegates. 

The letter of Mayor 
smashed the Democratic slate, thrown 
the delegates into uncertainty and up- 
set all calculations. Up to the an- 
nouncement of the Gaynor letter it 
had been expected everywhere that 
the mayor of New York would be nomi- 
nated and that his heading of the tick- 
et would insure success for the Demo- 
cratic party.

Sulzer said he would 
not have become a candidate for the 
nomination but for the fact that Gay- 
nor told him months ago that he would 
not accept the nomination under any 
circumstances. 

Thomas M. Osborne of Auburn has 
opened headquarters here. He is @ 
candidate for the nomination. City 
Judge Richard Drummond of Auburn 
will present his name for first place 
on the ticket. Osborne is the chair- 
man. of the Democratic league. 

John A. Bensel and Judge Gerard 
of the supreme court are mentioned as 
possible candidates. Martin H. 
Glynn of Albany, one time state con- 
troller, is also mentioned. There are 
about eight candidates altogether. 

The letter addressed to James 
Creelman, in which Gaynor declares 
he will not accept a nomination for 
governor, is as follovs: 

“I am writing a letter to Chairman 
Dix stating that I am not a candidat 
for nomination for governor and refffse 
to become such. 

“I do this to remove all doubt on 
the subject which may have arisen by 
reason of irresponsible statements 
which I am informed are being circu- 
lated. No utterance of mine has put 
the matter in doubt. Some have said 
to me that the convention may nomi- 
nate me although I ai not a candi- 
date. It seems to me that it might 
appear vain and egotistical for me to 


assume in my letter to Mr. Dix that, 


that extraordinary thing might hap- 
pen. I therefore write this supple- 
mental letter to you to take to Roches- 


ter and show there so as to prevent! 
my nomination if it should appear to | 


be imminent. 

“Make it plain that if nominated I 
would decline to accept. 
abandon to their fate the splendid men

ernment, nor could I abandon the 
people of the city of New York after 
so short a service. 

“You may make this letter public 
in advance of going to Rochester if 
in your judgment you think the situa- 
tion calls for it. But do not do so un- 
less it be plainly necessary. Every 
honest man will understand me.”

Curious Sidelights In Widow's 


Suit to Break Will 


| SPOOKS ENIOY THEMSELVES 


Bpend Pleasant Social Evenings, En- 
joy Tittle-Tattle, and Even Take 
Much Interest In Mundane Politics— 
Medium Testifies That Her Powers 
Were Developed Under Tutelage of 
Millionaire Thompson 


New York, Sept. 29,.—Social life 
in spookdom will figure in the briefs 
which counsel on both sides have be- 
gun to prepare in the suit of Mrs. 
Mabelle Thompson to have the will 
of her husband, Robert H. Thomp- 
son, set aside. She was cut off, she 
says, because of letters sent from “the 
spirit world by Thompson’s first wife. 

Most of these ghostly missives were 
put into material form by Mrs. Marion 
A. Funk on any scrap of paper which 
came handy, and then transcribed into 
a little blue covered book by Thomp- 
son. Briefs must be submitted by 
counsel in ten days to Surrogate 
Ketcham In Brooklyn, whd has been 
listening to the queer case. 

_ According to Mrs, Funk’s testti- 
mony, spooks are a pretty jolly set of 
good fellows and enjoy tea and tittle- 
tattle as well as they did before they 
disappeared from the material world. 
A meeting of ghosts as she described 
them, would be ‘really quite a comfy 
little affair. 

They even take a good deal of in- 
terest in mundane politics. Sald one 
ghost one night through Mrs. Funk’s 
pencil: “You take a girl like Marion 
for instance; sne could have no con- 
trol over, say President Roosevelt, 
because his mind {8 not tn trend with 
hers. Her nature differs from his. 
So it is here; some natures are too 
practical to give themselves to this 
work.” 

“Really, dear,” remarked another 
ghostly visitor, “you would laugh if 
you could see the time we are having 
around you tonight.” 

“We are all here tonight,” chirped 
another. “‘Muzzy’ (Thompson’s first 
wife) stands near you and mother and 
father stand between. James is stand- 
ing by Gussie. James Linton has come 
to see little Marion. God bless Bob. 
Where is he, anyhow? You know my 
life, old man. It was not a success. 
Well, I chased the little Mella away, 
anyhow.” 

At other times messages were re- 
celved that the spooks “would drop 
around to spend a social evening.” 

By the terms of Thompson’s will 
all his $1,000,000 property was given 
to his two sons by his first wife and 
no provision made for his widow. 

Mrs. Funk testified that her powers 
as a “medium” were developed under 


the tutelage of Thompson. Most ‘of 
the “Muzzy” communications read 
give advice to Thompson, although 


there were a good many “social 
notes.” ‘ 

Mrs. Thompson followed Mrs. Funk 
on the stand. She said that in 1908. 
she was a guest at Thompson’s ranch 
near Passadena. It was about this 
time that “Muzzy” first began to chide 
her husband for falling from his high 
ideals through Mrs. Funk. Mrs. 
Thompson said that she attended some 
of the seances held by Mrs. Funk 
at which these communications were 
alleged to have been received. 

Surrogate Ketcham, who has list- 
ened to all the spirit testimony with a 
humorous twist of the mouth, said 
when the evidence was all in: 

“T am not deciding this case now. 
Both sides may have ten days in 
which to submit briefs. But I do not 
see that it has been proved that the 
spiritualistic seances influenced 
Thompson in making his will. I should 
say, rather, that these ghostly mani- 
festations tended to deter him from 
marrying, and that was all.”

Why Vote “Against” Gov. Draper? 


While the,issue is not yet clear- 
ly laid between Republicans and 
Democrats in Massachusetts for the 
coming campaign, it is timely to call 
attention to the character of service 
rendered by Governor Draper in his 
two years of state administration. 
There are those who have insisted 
that no matter who is nominated on 
the Democratic ticket, Governor 
Draper will be defeated at the com-. 
ing election. This theory is based 
upon the idea that the voters are to 
vote “against,” and not “for”, when 
they cast their ballots next Novem- 
ber. If they are to vote against 
Governor Draper they should do it 
from the firm conviction that he no 
longer deserves their support; what 
are the conditions?- 


Should they vote against Governor 
Draper because in his two years as 
Governor he has held officials to a 
strict accountability so far as ex- 
penditures are concerned, and a Re- 
publican Legislature, so far as ap-, 
propriations are involved? 

Should they vote against Govern- 
or Draper because, in his considera- 
tion of the matters affecting the state 
government, he has insisted upon, 
business methods in doing state, 
business? 


Should they vote against Governor

Should they vote against Governor |’ 
Draper because, with a _ business 
man’s capacity, he took hold of the! 


problem of railroad control and 
management in Massachusetts, and 
out of the chaos brought legislation 


that promises to give to New Eng- 
land a unified railroad system of a 
high order? 

Should they vote against Governor 
Draper because in every place where 
he has been. put, he has shown him- 
self to be of forceful character, of 
highest purpose, of most honest am- 
bitions, of fullest realization of what 
the high office he holds, means to the 
people of the Commonwealth? 


If these are not the reasons why 
they should vote “against” Governor 
Draper, what are the reasons? These 
are the dominant features of his two 
years’ administration. They make 
up a~condensed_ history of what he 
has done and what he has stood for. 
There are few other positive acts 
which he has performed, and there 
are few negative ones which can be 
referred to, not embraced in these 
queries.

If So Soon Done, Why Begun? 


Practically the full extent of But- 
ler Ames’ campaign for the high} 
office of United States Senator is 
now understood by the people of the 
State. If he should succeed in elect- 
ing every Representative and Sena- 
tor known to be favorable to him, | 
who has now secured a place upon

Democrats ‘combined, would not 
have a possibility of making success 
for the young man from Lowell. 
There is little need of comment up-! 
on this foolish fiasco; the only re- 
sult has been to further hamper the 
Republican party through disruption | 
of senatorial and representative dis- 
tricts in the Commonwealth so that | 
it will be difficult for Republican 
candidates to“be elected at all. Pos- 
sibly he has some satisfaction in this 
work of disruption, but one can hard- 
ly see how a member of the national 
Congress elected as a Republican 
can take much satisfaction over this | 
sort of action. : 

Mr. Ames is securing a renomina- , 
tion for Congress with practical 
unanimity, and, in a way, for the 
same reason that Senator Lodge will 
secure a nomination for United 
States Senator, because he controls 
the district in which he is running, 
but there is very marked contrast 
between the kind of control exer- 
cised by Mr. Ames and that exer- 
cised by Mr. Lodge. Both may be 
termed at times “bosses,” but if Sen- 
ator Lodge has directed affairs in 
Massachusetts it has been by the 
force of his marked ability and his 
strong characteristics that make him 
a power in the Senate and in the na- 
tion. The people of the Common- 
wealth have been able to see just 
how near to this standard his recent 
competitor measures. He bosses the 
Fifth Congressional District, and 
will secure a unanimous renomina- 
tion and probably a re-election, but 
this condition exists because the 
most perfect political machine in 
Massachusetts is the Ames machine 
in the Ames district, oiled with Ames 
money, and kept in operation by the 
clever Ames managers. When 
Massachusetts sees another contest 
for the United States Senate, it is 
to be hoped that it will be carried 
on in a different atmosphere from 
contest now closed,

Joseph L, Burns was nominated 
as the Democratic candidate for rep- 
resentative in General Court. After 
being escorted to the platform Mr.

Tariff News from Europe 


Austria has a tariff on beef. The 
people living in cities demand the 
taking off of this tax; the farming 
community says keep it on. The 
government tells the growlers that 
beef is not good for them and that 
they should eat vegetables. 

In Germany, although they have 
a God-made emperor and a paternal 
way of doing things, discontent with 
the tariff on necessaries and social- 
ism of a dangerous kind, as well as 
a feeling of distrust amongst people 
that are not socialists, are elements 
that are dangerous in a military and 
proud nation. 

France, the kind and cultured na- 
tion with a woeful, romantic history, 
has in addition to the peasant pro- 
prietors, who are the stay and back- 
bone of the country, a large popula- 
tion of artisans, factory workers and 
miners, All over France the feel- 
ing is that their tariffs are unduly 
keeping up prices and hindering the 
development of commerce. 

Great Britain is in the tariff dif- 
ficulty, only it is the other end of 
this burning question. The Tories, 
headed by, the House of Lords who 
are proprietors of large tracts of 
land, are mad on putting a tax on 
wheat and beef, only they would let 
Canada and the colonies have a 
preference. The reason the Tories 

ive for taxing the people’s food is 
that it would make food cheaper and 
that the foreigner would pay the 
tax. 

It is idle to say that the tariff as 
it is now in this country is settled 
to please the majority of’the people, 
and whether the blue-blood Repub- 
licans, or the Bryanized Republi- 
cans, of the Rooseveltic Democrats 
are to tackle it, no man can tell. 

It may be noted. that during the 
last five years, Germany with her 
high tariffs has had to borrow 
money, while Britain has not been 
forced to borrow, but has paid her 
way and been able to give pensions 
to old needy people, as well as 
diminish her national debt. 

Russia, an immense country, like 
ourself not long free from. the 
miseries of serfdom, has, I think, a 
great future. When this country of 
ours, with all our schools and 
churches, is bothered with officials 
Be ee are not what we would like 


them to be, what can we expect of 
Russia, where one-half of the people 
do not know that they have the 
highest tariff on earth; in fact, they 
do not know what tariff is. The up- 
per classes know and grind down 
the working people to twenty-five 
cents a day, which buys a bit of rye 
black bread and a little bit of cheese; 
with that and a glass of strong gin 
on_ holidays or saints’ days, they 
are content. 


Spain has not been progressing 
with her tariffs. She is more taken 
up with clerical and Don Carlos :n- 
trigues than with anything eise, and 
if the common people get an onion 
and a piece of bread, a glass of wine 
and a cigarette, and get a bul! fight 
on Sunday afternoon, they don’t 
bother about anything else 

Portugal with her young kin i Ps 
anxious to be a great nation and do 
business with the world and reduce 
her present tariff. She is, like Spain, 
troubled with a clerical party and 
has also a socialistic lot who heartily 
endorse the assassination of the sate 
king, and who wish to form a re- 
public, as if a republic could exist 
in a country where the majority are 
lawless and ignorant. 

Belgium, a small nation with a 
moderate tariff, is rich; a thickly 
populated country, a complete bee 
hive of industry. 

Denmark is a free trader and is 
growing rich, and her exports of 
dairy products for so small a country 
are wonderful. 

I have not space to mention other 
nations, but I think I have said 
enough to show that there is some- 
thing else than tariffs that make a 
country prosperous. 

If the Democrats had _ sense 
enough to put Mr. Roosevelt's plan 
to revise the tariff in their platform 
plank, viz, the difference of produc- 
tion here and elsewhere, and added 
President Taft’s wise and judicious 
proposal to have an _ independent 
commission to settle our schedule, 
and not by deranging the whole 
trade of the country trying to alter 
everything, at once, they would have 
a chance to win the battle. When 
men like Wilson of Princeton try as 


Democrats to get into office, it will. 


not do to put up known Republican 
grafters against them.

PSALM XXXVII 


Written for the Townsman 


This, like the 34th, is an alphabet- 
ical Psalm. Each letter here is fol- 
lowed by four lines instead of two. 
In many Psalms, as in the first, the 
beginning of the Psalm is echoed at 
the end, thus completing a circle. 
This takes place four times in the 
Psalm before us, e.g., V. 1, “They 
shall soon be cut down and wither.” 
V.10, “For yet a little while and the 
wicked shall not be.” Compare V. 
12 with V. 20, V. 21 with V. 29, and 
V. 31 with V. 40. This gives the fol- 
lowing divisions: ' 

1. Do not murmur but trust in 
God. 

Il. The triumph of the wicked is 
short. 

Ill.” The reward of the righteous 
sure and abiding. 

IV. Jehovah rescues the 
eous from the wicked. 

The Psalmist grapples with the 
enigma of the ages—the ways of 
God with man, that puzzled the 
friends of Job; the miseries of the 
good with the pride and prosperity 
of the ungodly. 

The style of the Psalm resembles 
the book of Proverbs. It has been 
likened to a string of pearls. It was 
called a mirror of Providence; medi- 
cine for the murmurer. Its answer 
to the enigma, not a solution, is 
trust and wait, Vs. 3, 5, 7, 23; 27, 34. 

The case is more clearly stated 
and the trouble more deeply felt in 
the 73rd Psalm. The author is near- 
ly thrown off his feet by the severity 


right- 


of his- experience. ."'My feet were 
almost gone. My steps had well 
nigh slipped. For I was envious’ of 


the foolish when I saw the prosper- 
ity of the wicked.” But he comes to 
the same practical concltision, “Nev- 
ertheless I am continually with thee. 
Thou hast holden me by my right 
hand. ~ Thou shalt guide me by thy 
counsel, and afterwards receive me to 
thy. glory.” 

These conditions, though excep- 
tional, were peculiarly trying to the 
saints and sages of Israel, since y 
seemed to impugn both the tice 
and the truth of Jehovah, who had 
promised the reward of worldly 
prosperity to those who feared him, 


and ruin and destruction to those 
who despised lis covenant; and the 
dificulty was the greater because 


there had been as yet no revelation 
as to rewards and punishments in 
the world to come. 

The life beyond was, to them, the 
dread unknown where no praises 
could ascend to God “Shall the dead 
praise thee, shall they declare thy 
truth?” There was, they supposed, 
one event to the righteous and the 
wicked; hence’ the severity of their 
invective against evil doers, ‘in vin- 
dication of the honor of God. In 
view of the arrogance of outrageous 
‘men and of their apparent immunity 
even in death, men sought to satisfy 
their sense of justice in the hope of 
relief and retribution in some future 
generation (This. may help to ac- 
count for the vehemence of the im- 
precatory Psalms). 

The gospel, bringing life and im- 
mortality to light, somewhat caer 
the darkness and makes us less in| 
tolerant of moral evil. But the en-! 
igma is not fully solved and there 
are others more profound—the ori- 
gin of evil, consistency of divine 
sovereignty with human responsibil- 
ity, the possibility of communion be- 
tween an infinite being and~ men. 
Wha. is the use of prayer? Religion 
is full of mysteries. Why should I 
accept and try to practice what I 
cannot understand? 

The Bible was not given to un- 
ravel mysteries, but to convey im- 
portant facts, and by means of the 
knowledge of these, to do what we 
cannot explain and to suffer gladly 


wnat we cannot understand. In 
short, we stand upon the same basis 
in spiritual things as in natural. 
The mysteries of the spirit are no 
more abundant or inscrutable than 
the mysteries of nature. What is 


gravitation? jWhat 4s. electricity? 
What is life? What wt | can do for 
us we may discover; what they are 


we do not know. Precisely so it is 
with the facts of the gospel. We can 
only say that they are. vehicles by 
which to supply our daily needs. 
Our Psalm says of the good man, 
“The law of his God is in his heart. 
Therefore he ghall not waver.”» V.31. 
Translate this’ into ‘physical condi- 
tions and you have, “The center of 
gravity is in the middle of the tower. 


{t falls within the area of the base. ! 


Therefore the tower is safe; other- 
wise ruin might not be immediate, 
but it would be only a question of | 
time.’ 

Spiritual and physical laws are 
alike immutable. They cannot be 
broken, but will certainly break who- 
ever opposes or ignores them. 

All progress, natural or spiritual, 
depends upon knowledge of the law 
and obedience to its commands, and 
the knowledge must come through 
obedience. “If any man wills to do, 
he shall know,” Jno. 7:17. 

Electric power is developed by 
friction, That is a law of nature. 
This has been so from the _ begin- 
ning. Ignorance of that. fact has 
locked up, in waterfalls, a force in 
the aggregate too vast to be com- 
puted or conceived. The knowledge 
and acceptance of it has in a few 
years revolutionized the business of 
the world. 

The facts revealed in the gospel 
if acted upon by men, would long 
since have made the kingdoms of 
this world the kingdoms of our Lord 
and of his Christ. The precepts of 
this. Psalm, accepted and _ obeyed, 
have handed down incalculable bene- 
fits. from generation to generation, 

Notice ‘these counsels given for 
the times of doubt and trouble: V. 
I, “Fret not’—literally, do not get 
hot. As Jesus said, “Let not your 
heart be troubled; believe in God,” 


so here, V. 2, “Trust in Jehovah. 
Feed upon his faithfulness... -Com- 
mit the whole care to him. Roll 
your course of life upon him,” V, 5. 


St. Peter quotes this, “Casting all 
your care upon him, for he careth 
for you.” “Rest, or be silent, to 
him,” V. 7. Literally, hold still, “Be 
still and know that I am God.” 

What wonderful triumphs in sur- 
gery are due to the perfect stillness 
of the patient under anaesthetics. 
What wonders God would do for 
us if we would only hold still under 
his powerful, skilful and loving 
hand — wonders which he has 
wrought and is working now for 
those who wait. 

Thus was Joseph brought from pit 
to prison, and from prison to the 
principality of Egypt, by the malice 
of his brothers; by the wickedness 
of his master’s wife, by the forget- 
fulness of the king’s butler who had 
promised to secure his release. For, 
as we are told again and again, God 
was with Joseph. Joseph was hold- 
ing still and letting God “do as 
seemed to him good.” So Israel; 
hemmed in at the Red Sea, was com- 
manded to stand still. The sea be- 
fore, Pharaoh’s hosts behind, impas- 
sable barriers on their flanks. In 
this “cul de sac” they. were to wait 
for God. They held still, and then 
the word came. “Speak to the chil- 
dren of Israel that they go forward,” 
The sea retreats, and they pass over 


dry-shod and are delivered from 
their foes. 
God is repeating such deliver- 


ances, great and small, from genera-
